Islam Times - Saad al-Faqih, leader and founder of the Movement for Islamic Reform in Saudi Arabia, asked his 
people to step up and protest for the release of the political prisoners and to end the massacre happening in the 
Alhaar prison, located at 30 kilometers south of Riyadh, which contains more than 7000 political prisoners. 

Faqih confirmed the information that stipulates the number of victims after a clash between detainees and guards. He 
urges the Saudi people to protest and march toward the prison Alhaar to stop the repressive campaigns against the 
detainees. 

The prison Alhaar is located in a closed and discreet area and has a history of repressing and torturing its prisoners. 
Faqih urges to end this oppression and criticize the prison staff for not performing their duties and responsibilities. 

He also addressed the political and religious leaders that have a public presence in the Kingdom, asking them for 
initiative and actions to end the persecution experienced by the country. He asked to immediately terminate the 
massacre and serious injuries of the prisoners. 

According to him, the easiest way to prevent the wrongdoer from going too far in their actions is to go to Hayr by any 
possible means of transport and demonstrate for the release of all political prisoners. 

The mass movement, initiated on twitter, demands the release of thousands of Saudi detainees imprisoned for their 
political views with no evidence of charges being brought against them and no trials in court. 

The security guards have arrested ten women in the city of Buraydah. The activists expressed their intention of sitting 
in front of the Alhaar prison in orderto put pressure forthe release of their loved ones.
